WHITFIELD GRAND JURY

Representative Berry Says Sen- 
timent for Recent Act Grow- 
ing in His County. 


There is no doubt that the tax equal- 
ization act, passed by the last legisla- 
ture is growing daily into greater pub- 
lic favor. 
of the grand juries of a number of 
counties in indorsing it. Represent- 
ative S. E. Berry, of Whitfield county, 
who was in Atlanta this week, reports 


gave its unanimous indorsement to the 
tax act. 

“When I first returned from the leg- 
islature,” declared Mr. Berry, who him- 
self was an ardent supmorter of the 
law, “I found a disposition on the part 
of quite a number of my fellow citi- 
zens to criticise the tax act. Some of 
them made it pretty warm for me for 
voting for it. They had an idea that 
the law was specially aimed at the 
farmers, and that it would raise their 
taxes. 

“Now, I think that a much better 
understanding of the real purpose of 
the law has been diffused among the 
people, thanks largely to the wise and 
conservative stand that is being taken 
by Judge John C. Hart, the tax com- 
missioner.. My people see now that the 
law is not aimed at the honest tax- 
payer, who returns his property for 
taxation, but at the tax dodger. We 
have some of that sort here, and the 
people know it, and we are going to 
make it warm for them next year. I 
believe that next year will see the 
grandest smoking out of the tax 
dodgers that“ this state thas ever 
known. 

“The ultimate effect of the law will 
be, just as Judee Hart has pointed out, 
to lower the tax rate, not to increase 
i¢”

‘SOCIAL SURVEY REPORT 


WILL BE MADE PUBLIC 


|'Chamber Committee Will Rec- 
ommend That Sensational] 
Paper Be Printed. 


That the survey report of the Rus- 
sell Sage foundation on the publie 
health situation in Atlanta, recently 
Placed in the hands of the Atlanta 
|Chamber of Commerce, be given a)l 
| the publicity possible was the unani- 
‘mous decision of the Atlanta social 
survey committee at the close of a 
'meeting, held late yesterday after- 
noon in the convention room of the 
chamber of commerce. 

This recommendation was made to 
the board of directors of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce and will be read 
before that body at a meeting to be 
held at 4:30 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon. If a majority of the directors 
are in favor of making the report 
public, it is stated that some sen$sa- 
tional disclosures will be forthcom- 
ing relative not only to health condi- 
tions in Atlanta, but as regards the 
city administration and things in gen- 
eral. 

The report has been in possession of 
the chamber of commerce for over a 
month, and it is understood that the 
reason that it has been withheld from 
the public is simply because it em- 
bodies a severe critism of this city. 
Revelations regarding alleged ineffi- 
ciency, in various departments of the 
city government are reported to be 
a part of the report. 

It is thought by members of the At- 
lanta social survey committee, which 
consists of R. L. Foreman, Kendall 
Weisiger, John E. Murphy, George 
Muse, Linton HopKins and V. H. 
Kriegwshaber, that publicity of the re- 
port will do a great deal toward ef- 
fecting a complete reorganization of 
certain city departments. Members of 
the committee stated last night that 
‘they believed it best for the citizens 
of Atlanta to really know how they 
are being served and just how far be- 
hind other cities Atlanta is along cer- 
tain lines.

EDUCATION TALKS 


Plans for Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity Are Discussed Before 
the Presbyterians at Rome, 


ee 
Georgia. 


Rome, Ga., November 7.—(Special.)— 
After a successful four days’ session, 
replete with important legislation and 
inspiring addresses, the Synod of Geor- 
adjourned to meet 
again on the first Wednesday in No- 
vember of 1914, with the Presbyterian 
chureh in Moultrie, Ga., of which the 
Rev. J. W. Tyler is pastor. Several 
other invitations were presented, but it 
is the policy of the synod to alternate 
between north Georgia and south 
Georgia, and Moultrie was successful. 

Education was the keynote of the 
Friday session, and much of the synoda’s 
time went to a discussion of Ogle- 
thorpe university. The Rev. Thornwell 
Jacobs, of Atlanta, discussed the inter- 
esting history of, the historic institu- 
tion, and outlined its splendid plans for 
the future. He stated that the Ogle- 
thorpe was the first denominational 
university south of .Virginta between 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and re- 
called that Sidney Lanier was an alum- 
nus of Oglethorpe, while the great 
LeConte and James Woodrow, an un- 
cle of President Wilson, were members 
of the faculty. Mr. Jacobs told of how 
the students went in a body to the 
war, and declared that the university 
“died at Gettysburg,” and was the only 
college that ever perished for its ideals. 

It was reported that $160,000 had al- 
ready been swhbscribed to the building 
of the new and greater Oglethorpe by 
160 men scattered throughout a wide 
territory from Texas to Virginia. At- 
lanta will be asked for a subecription 
of $250,000, and after this is obtained, 
the Southtern Presbyterian church will 
vt Haart to add $2,000,000 to Atlanta’s 
gift. 


Davidson College Report. 


Dr. W. J. Martin, the president of 
Davidson college, reported upon the 
work of that institution, which is un- 
der the care of the synods of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida. Of the more than 300 stu- 
dents, 65 are candidates for the minis- 
try, and only 18 are not members of 
the church. A number of accessions 
to the church were reported as a re-

The committe on ministerial relief 


splendid progress was being made in 
the educational field. Of the 397 the- 
ological students in the seminaries of 
the church, twenty-seven candidates 
are from the sate of Georgia. The 
committee reports that sufficient aid 
fis not being extended to aged and des- 
titute ministers, and recommends that 
the last Sabbath in February be set 
aside as a time of special prayer for 
the work. It was further recommend- 
ed that a permanent endowment of 
$500,000 for this purpose be the aim 
of the church. 
Converse Gives Statistics. 


Encouraging statistics were read to 
the synod by Dr. Thomas E. Converse, 
of Atlanta, former editor of The Chris- 
tian Observer. He went back into the 
history of Presbyterianism for one 
hundred years, and stated that durin 
this period while the population had 
increased fourteen fold, the membership 
of the Presbyterian church had increas- 
ed eighty-two fold, and that the ratio 
of giving per member was larger in 
the Southern Presbyterian church than 
any other southern denomination, and 
is also larger than in the Northern 
Presbyterian church. A vote of 
thanks was extended Dr. Converse for 
his address, which was ordered spread 
upon the minutes. 

Resolutions of thanks were adopted, 
thanking the po of Rome for their 
generous hospitality, and a. the 
officers and members of the First Pres- 
byterian church, 

All of the sessions of the synod have 
been well attended, and of the 150 pas- 
tors and commissioners who have been 
here, practically all returned to their 
homes on trains leaving tonight.

THE APPEAL OF THE BLIND. 


One of the worthiest appeals ever made 
to the people of Atlanta is that in behalf 
of the Georgia Association for the Blind. 
The association is in need of $3,000 to save 
its home and the factory it maintains for 
the purpose of providing employment for 
blind persons. Of this amount only $500 has 
been raised. 

The Georgia Association for the Blind 
believes in the kind of philanthropy that 
builds, rather than tears down. It believes 
that blind people who are self-supporting 
are more self-respecting than if they were 
dependent—reasoning that holds, for that 
matter, with persons of normal vision. 

To carry out its end, the association es- 
tablished a broom factory, experiment hav- 
ing demonstrated that brooms can be manu- 
factured by blind people as well as by those 
with sight. In the relatively brief time it 
has been in operation, the enterprise has 
demonstrated its possibilites in the line of 
self-sustenance. The difficulty is, however, 
that the association was forced to go into 
debt to buy the present plant and home, as 
well as to secure working capital. 

Indebtedness is now long past maturity. 
Unless $3,000 is raised to meet notes and to 
provide working capital, the institution must 
be suspended. That would mean that many 
willing but afflicted individuals would be 
thrown out of employment. 

And Atlanta will not stand for that! 


A TIP TO COUNTRY BANKS 


The large and small banks of Georgia 
probably have today more money at hand 
and on deposit than at any previous time in 
the history of the state. Cotton at high 
prices has filled their vaults. Cotton is now 
selling between 13 and 14 cents. Its statis- 
tical position and that of the channels of 
absorption is such that it really should be 
commanding 15 cents and perhaps more. It 
should be easy to reach that figure if the 
farmers are enabled to hold the cotton that 
remains in their possession until such time 
as consumption has digested the cotton that 
has already left their hands.

Debts have 
been paid and the money has run through 


the arteries of business and come back to 


the vaults of the banks, to rest there with 
the deposits of the farmers themselves. 
The banks are naturally looking for invest- 
ments for this money, since it is the first 
principle that money idle is money wasting 
and neglecting its fundamental function. 

What better investment than to use 
some of these funds to enable the farmers 
to hold the as yet unmarketed staple for 
the increase that is sure to develop? 

What safer investment? The banker 
would have the cotton itself as collateral. 
The security would be absolute. The up- 
ward price tendency would begin the mo- 
ment the cotton already sold was assimi- 
lated by the trade. Then the farmers could 
sell, adding to their own profits and to the 
benefit of every trade channel in Georgia. 

We commend this tip to the country 
banks of Georgia. Enough cotton remains 
unsold in Georgia to increase the state’s 
income from this source many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, if it-be held a reason- 
able length of time. The banks can find no 
sounder nor more remunerative investment 
for the funds now so pientiful. They would 
not be even taking a risk, but taking part 
in a business transaction as certain as any 
can be in the business world... The statis- 
tical position of the crop assures the later 
rise.

Editor Constitution: “Army Legislation” 
is the title of an editorial appearing in a 
recent issue of The United States Infantry 
Journal. It is one of the military periodicals 
of a broad character. For some years it 
has placed before the army, the nationa) 
guard and its small public clientele much 
information that touches upon the vital 


weaknesses of our military establishment. 
These are many. From the broad question 
of a lack of a fundamental military policy 
to detailed matters that affect our military 
units, this periodical has endeavored to 
point out to its readers the most urgent 
necessities for reforms that must be enacted 
into law before this country can begin to 
realize even the first suggestion of partial 
preparation for war. 

In this particular article, several ques- 
tions are presented which form only a few 
of the very salient features needed to regen- 
erate the mobile army-—-those parts of the 
army that are called upon to do the real 
fighting. Such parts are the infantry, cav- 
alry and field artillery. 

Proper organization in military, as well 
as in business, is the only basis for effi- 
ciency. In military, as in business, a cor- 
rect proportion and combination of certain 
elements, working harmoniously, is a prin- 
ciple that must be maintained if success is 
to be expected. Today, such opportunity for 
combined practice in the army is missing. 
Scattered over the United States and foreign 
sthtions are regiments or smaller units, with 
the temporary exception of troops concen- 
trated in Texas. An army does not fight 
by regiments. There can be no concentra- 
tion of effort if every regimental leader acts 
on his own initiative. There must be proper 
combination of these units under one direct- 
ing head. These directing heads are again 
controlled by a higher director, who Knows 
what he wants to do; and who assigns to 
his sub-directors the part each is to play in 
order to gain success. So there is the neces- 
sity of uniting regiments into brigades and 
brigades into divisions. But each brigade 
must be able.to work smoothly within itself 
before it can function properly in the divi- 
sion. All this practice must be perfected in 
peace, if the combination is to be efficient 
in war. 

Basis of Efficiency. 

Mention has been made of one unit of 
organization—the regiment. This unit is 
composed of two or three smaller units, 
known as the battalion. The infantry bat- 
talion is formed of four companies; and the 
latter is the smallest military unit that is 
housed, fed and clothed under one leader; 
while its fighting value is a subject of sep- 
arate training. Its efficiency is the basis 
for efficiency of the higher unit. While its 
peace strength is maintained at 65 men, such 
a number is not one-half of what one com- 
mander, with two assistants, is deemed able 
most economically to handle. With a re- 
quired war strength of approximately 150 
men, there is no source of trained men that 
ean furnish the additional strength. Bat- 
tles attempted with organizations, more 
than one-half of whose strength are raw re- 
cruits, cannot be foreshadowed with expec- 
tations of success. The solution requires 
either a relatively large peace strength, as 
compared to war, or a war strength at all 
times. To train 85 new men, who form 
part of a company of 150, means that much 
time is required—time that does not exist 
when an enemy is at the door. The new 
man, with a new uniform and equipment, 
is no more a soldier than is the new ap- 
prentice, with new overalls and new tools, a 
mechanic. 

If companies are to possess proper and 
economic war value, and during peace are 
not maintained at war strength, a systém of 
trained reserves must be provided for this 
particular discrepancy. But campaign and 
battle cause loss to the original war 
strength. These losses occur at the outset. 
To replace them there must be an extra 
number of trained men, or the machine early 
begins to lose its efficiency. After war 
begins the period is not sufficient to train 
men for service at the front, and every con- 
sideration of economy compels that the orig- 
inal peace-trained reserve be ample to re- 
place losses. 

A force of all arfms, on a peace basis, 
sufficient in this country to meet the needs 
of any possible conflict, is not to be ex- 
pected; nor is it in keeping with our gov- 
ernmental ideals. But there must be a well- 
trained force sufficient to cope with the sit- 
uation until the army of volunteers can be 
organized and trained. These will finally 
form.the mass upon which success depends, 
provided the first to meet the onslaught 
can gain the necessary time. Therefore, the 
preparation of a well-digested, workable and 
efficient volunteer law-is a necessity. At 
this time such a law does not exist. The 
test of 1898 proves its lack of merit. Good 
national business foresight, if nothing more, 
should call for this much. 

Pian for Organization. 


Some time ago the general staff of the 
army formulated a general plan for the or- 
ganization of the land forces of the United 
States. After deducting the forces that will 
be needed for service in the Phillppines, 
Hawaii and Panama, the resultant shows 
17 regiments of infantry, 11 2-3 regiments 
of cavalry~-and 3 1-2 regiments of field 
artillery for service in the United States. 
Prior to the Spanish-American war, the 
force of infantry amounted to 25 regiments 
—one-half more than would now be available 
after the above-named foreign stations are 
occupied. Such complete foreign occupation 
cannot long be delayed. Surely, if more 
than than fifteen years ago this superiority 
of infantry was considered necessary, the 
present era cannot be satisfied with less. 
Under the plan referred to it has been pro- 
posed to increase the mobile army to three 
divisions in the United States. Troops sta- 
tioned outside of the United States could not 
be withdrawn for service in this country. 
The division is the basic organization. of 
every army. It consists of nine regiments 
of infantry (3 brigades), one regiment of 
cavalry and two regiments of field artillery 
(1 brigade), besides a certain amount of en- 
gineer, signal and medical troops. So, in 
order to supply the needs of the mobile army 
as proposed there would be required 10 reg- 
iments of infantry, 1-3 regiment of cavalry 
and 3 1-2 regiments of field artillery. 


By authorizing 100 men for infantry com-. 


panies, at peace strength, and leaving the 
same (Smallest) units of cavalry and field 
artillery at their present strength (which 
would be about the same proportion of peace 
to war strength as proposed for the infan- 
try) there would result an army of 60,182 
in the United States. This would mean 
merely one enlisted man for every 1,600 in- 
habitants. Abroad, the proportion extends 
in Great Britain from one man to 205 in- 
habitants to that in France of one to 50. 
And with the above gtrength of 60,182, our 
army would vary in proportion from one- 
seventh of what Great Britain has to one- 
twenty-eighth of what France possesses.

DID SAPPHO KILL HERSELF FOR LOVE? 


(SE en en RA _ 


About as much nonsense has been related 
of Sappho as about any other of the many 
women of antiquity with whom the histo- 
rian and the poet delight to deal. She is 
usually pictured as a great beauty, though 
there is no foundation for such an opinion. 
The latest investigations prove her a re- 
spectable married woman with a large fam- 
ily, which she raised with as much care as 
a Greek matron usually gave her children. 

Did she kill herself by leaping. down 
from the Leucadian rock on account of un- 
requited love? This story is undoubtedly an 
invention centuries after her death. It is 
said that she was deeply in love with Phaon, 
who failed to return this sentiment, conse- 
quently the suicide. Sappho has left many 
fragments and if she had been in love with 
Phaon undoubtedly they would contain some 
mention of him, which they do not. 

As to the leap from the Leucadian rock, 
it is a mere metaphor, taken from an ex- 
piatory rite connected with the worship of 
Apollo, which seems to have been a fre- 
quent poetical image. It is shown by ex- 
isting fragments of the poetry of both, that 
in friendly intercourse with 
Alcaeus, the two constituting the leaders of 
the Aeolian school of lyric poetry. Why 
sonnets to Alcaeus and not to Phaon? 

Alcaeus addressed to Sappho an ode, of 
which a fragment is preserved: ‘“Violet- 
weaving (or dark-haired), pure, sweet-smil- 
ing Sappho, I Wish to say somewhat but 
Shame hinderg me,” and she answered in 
another ode: ‘“‘Hadst thou desire of aught 
good or fair, shame would not have touched 
thine eyes, but thou wouldst have spoken 
thereof openly.” 

Critics again are agreed that Suidas was 
simply gulled by the comic poets when he 
tells of her husband, Cercolas of Andros. 
30th the aspersions which these poets cast 
on her character and the embellishments 
with which they garnished her life passed 
for centuries as undoubted history. But 
what a world of nonsense ancient history 
would appear to be could only the truth 
be written! 

The poet and the playwright may be ex- 
cused when they embellish their plays: with 
descriptions from their imaginations, but 
the historian never, for he is supposed to 
represent the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth. Six comedies, entitled “Sappho” 
and two “Phaon” were produced by the Mid- 


——_— 
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dle Comedy; but when we consider, for ex- 
ample, the way in which Socrates was cari- 
eatured by Aristophanes, we are justified 
in putting no faith whatever in such au- 
thority. 

We may conclude, after examining the 
few details that are actually known of her 
life, that Sappho was not utterly vicious, 
though by no means a paragon of virtue. 
Swinburne uses the tragic death story with 
the poet’s license when he speaks of “her 
casting herself down from the promontory 
of Lover's Leap to that “Leucadian grave 
which hides too deep the supreme head of 
song.” 

The chief motives of Sappho’s poems are 
love and the beauty of nature. They con- 
tain no profound thoughts and few striking 
images, and the exquisite beauty of their 
diction and the liquid lapse of the rhythm 
can no more be rendered into English than 
Keats’ odes could be translated into French 
and German. 

At Lebos, where Sappho was born, she 
was at the head of a great poetic school, 
for poetry in that age and place was 
cultivated as assiduously and apparently as 
successfully by women as by men. Her 
most famous pupils were Erinna of Telos 
and Damophyla of Pamphylia. In antiqui- 
ty her fame rivaled that of Homer. She 
was called “the poetess,” he “the poet.” 
Different writers style her “the tenth Muse,” 
“the flower of Greece,” a “a miracle,” “the 
beautiful,” the last referring to her writings, 
not her person, which is said to have been 
small and dark. 

The ancient writers agree in expressing 
the most unbounded admiration for the pas- 
sion, sincerity and grace of her poetry. Al- 
ready in her own age the recitation of one 
of her poems so affected Solon that he ex- 
pressed an earnest desire to learn it before 
he died. The most important is a splendid 
ode to Aphrodite, of which we perhaps pos- 
sess the whole. 

Phaon himself is more or less of a char- 
acter about which nothing is known. He is 
said to have been a boatman at Mitylene 
and to have been originally an ugly old 
man, but in consequence of his carrying 
Aphrodite across the sea without accepting 
payment, the goddess gave him youth and 
beauty. It was after the transformation 
took place that Sappho is supposed to have 
fallen in love with him.

ROOSEVELT OUTLINES 


HIS POLITICAL CREE 


Tells Audience of Argentinos 
What Progressives Hope to 
Accomplish in U. S. 


Buenos Ayres, November 7.—Theodore

Roosevelt recited his political creed 
before an audience of Argentinos here 
today, and outlined, in a speech last- 
ing more than an hour, the work 
that he and his followers had set them- 
selves to accomplish in the United 


| States. 


Colonel Roosevelt during the day at- 
tended the session of congress. He was 


escorted to a seat among the members 


of the chamber of deputies and listened 
to speeches by several of the deputies 


self. Later he attended a reception 
given in his honor at the home of Dr. 
Ernesto Bosch, minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 

“We do not see all the steps that 
it will be necessary to take in the fu- 
future in order to realize our ideals,” 
he said. ‘But we do see the six or 
eight or a dozen steps which it is now 
necessary to take. These we shall 
take; and then the further steps will 
become clearer to us. We welcome the 
aid of those who believe in our tak- 
ing these first steps, even though it 
may be that our ways shall be sundered 
from their ways in the remote future.” 

Colonel Roosevelt spoke.at length 
on the topic of recalling judicial de- 
cisions. In the United States, he said, 
certain privileged interests had sought 
for two generations to rob the people 
of their sovereignty by dividing it be- 
tween courts and legislatures and final- 
ly by placing it In the courts through 
giving the courts political and non-ju- 
dicial power. his was one of the 
grave evils which he and his followers 
sought to wipe out. Among the many 
reforms written on their program, he 
said, were these: 

“We propose to make the process of 
constitutional amendment far easier, 
speedier and simpler than at present. 

“We wish to make the people the su-

Men to Be Reinstated. 


All the men who were in the employ 
of the company Friday night, Octo- 
ber 31, when the strike was called, and 
all employees who had been discharged 
on account of joining the union are 
to be reinstated by the company, with 
full seniority rights and without preju- 
dice. The company, however, is not 
compelled to reinstate men who en- 
gaged in vivlence duriug the strike, 
but those to whom reinstatement is 
refused may appeal to the state public 
utilities commission. 

Disputes and grievances 2s ty wages, 
hours, conditions and service will be 
referred tu the utilities commission for 
arbitration if the company and enm- 
ployees fail to reach a mutual agree 
ment within ten days. The company 
must take up these grievances with 
its eniployees within five days after 
the resumption of service. The utill- 
ties commission, by terms of settle- 
ment, must render a decision, which 
shall be binding on all parties inter- 
ested for three years, and shall relate 
back to the resumption of work, with- 
in thirty days from the date of the 
first hearing. 

In addition to union and traction 
company officials, the agreement was 
signed by Ethelbert Stewart, repre- 
senting the federal government, and 
Governor Ralston for the state. 

The settlement of the strike means 
that the 2,000 members of the Indiana 
national guard, who were called to In- 
dianapolis yesterday by the governor 
for strike duty, will be dispatched to 
their home stations as soon as possi- 
ble. 

The strike began a week ago tonight 
and has resulted in four deaths and 
injuries to a hundred or more persons, 
including several police officers. Un- 
til vesterday, when the city quieted 
down, the downtown atreets had been 
the scenes of almost continuous riot- 
ing, and much damage has been done 
to street railway property 

Union officials declare that, while 
disappointed in not obtaining recog- 
nition, they obtained their main con- 
tention, arbitration of all disputes be- 
tween employees and the company. The 
railway company asserts it won in its 
fight not to recognize the union. 
Credit for settlement of the strike 
given Governor Ralston, who has 
been untiring in his efforts to bring 
the company and its employees to- 
gether.
